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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has removed the portion of independent 
claims 1 and 1 7 that was previously objected to, and argues that the Murdoch reference fails to teach the limitations of the present claim. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. While Applicant has removed the unclear language, Examiner maintains that Murdoch teaches converting 
the sub-pixel data based on a position of the pixel displaying the data. In the cited portion of the reference, Murdoch teaches that 
"resampling is then performed to determine the appropriate intensities for the OLEDs" which corresponds to the second converter which 
converts sub-pixel data. Murdoch then further teaches that the "resampling process may consider relevant display attributes, such as the 
sampling area, sampling location, and size of each inteded OLED" such that the location of particular pixels within the overall display is 
factored into the corrections applied to those pixels during the resampling process (see Murdoch at column 1 1 , lines 1 7-22). Therefore, 
Murdoch teaches all that is specified by the present claim language; namely, any conversion method being based at least in part on 
position of a sub-pixel within the overall display. Any further interpretations of the claim language by Applicant should be included explicitly 
in the claims rather than being demonstrated in additional arguments which are outside the scope of the claim as broadly interpreted by 
Examiner. 
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
